National Guards. 


Orders commanding tlie entire Nation- 


al Uuanls of renusyh-ania to prepare for 
field service, from August llth to istli 
have been prepared at the Adjutant 
General's department in JTarrisburg. 
The encampment this year will lie ou 
the field of Gettysburg, in the south- 
western part, ou the s|«t where Picketl 
started his famous charge. The regi- 
ments will start in tlie evening of Aug- 
ust 11 Ui, taking three days' cooked ra- 
tions witli (hem. A detachment of the 
United States Army, consisting of a 
regiment of infantry, a troop of cavahy 
and a battery of artillety, will accompany 
them. 
Upon their arrival they will im- 


mediately go under canvas, as a detail 
of three men from each company will 
be sent the day before to erect the tents. 


The Financial Situation. 


PRESIDENT 
CU5VKLAND 
OIVES 
HIS 


VIKWS ON THK OUTLOOK. 


The Piesident, in speaking of the 


financial situation, said: 


"The offer of certain Xew York banks 


to the Government Treasury for ship- 
ment abroad is certainly thoughtful and 
patriotic. It not only tends io main- 
tain ilie Treasury's gold reserve in good 
condition, but it adds to the block of 
popular confidence, which is at all times 
important. 


"The eleiuents which make up our 


actual situation do not justify any appre- 
hension, and the administration still ad- 
heres to ils pledge and determination to 
protecl our national credit at all haz- 
ards, and to keep the quality of our 
money equal to the best, so far as the 
limits of executive power permits. 


"Of course croaking and the spread of 


disquieting titles is calculated to injure 
t le stringent financial condition. I as- 
sume, however, that there is too much 
patriotism amoug our people and too 
much familiarity with our resources and 
capabilities to permit our reserved force 
aud financial vigor to be discredited. 
When the last government bonds were 
issued to replenish our stock of gold it 
was nearly as low as now, while on! aide 
of our gold we had as available money 
to pay ordinary expenses of government 
only about $19,000,000. We have now, 
besides our gold, and in money applica- 
ble to government expenses, more than 
$53,000,000.- I understand it is charged 
in certain quarters that tbe payment of 
matured obligations is postponed to the

The summer of the year 1862 was par- 


ticularly hoi on the coast of North Caro- 
lina. It even did something to counter- 
act the mote destructive heat of the 
civil war. 


General liurnside had captured a long 


reach or the seaboard and had establish- 
ed his headquarters at Xewbern.

freight to carry to and from our seaports. 
Internally there was a great injury to 
'jusiness from the organization of trusts 
which the McKinley tariff favored. Pro- 
tected from foreign competition, manu- 
facturers formed over |-o trusts to put 
up prices by lessening the production ot 
articles 
To lessen production they had 


to close many factories, refineries, mills, 
shops, ,Vc., and discharge great numbers 
of employes.

BEKlfi CTJLTUKE A>D OTHEIt SEASON- 


ABLE SUGGESTIONS 


BEKRY Cri/rtlKE TOR TUI/i. 


Berry vines, caDes, and fruit buds 


grown this season produce fruit next 
year and die This year's growth of 
3>laDts and buds, then, practically decides 
the quality of fruit that may be expected 
next jear For this reason, the most 
iigorous plants should be used in the 
beginning 
The best care and cultiva- 


tion should be given them to secure 
strong growth and develop many fruit 
buds 
Close pruning to insure strong, 


Mgorousbuds, and winter protection to 
maintain an e\eo temperature for them. 


The bearing canes of raspberries and 


blackberries should be cut out soon after 
Iruiting and burned 


If the strawberry bed is to be continu- 


ed another year, cut closely with scythe 
or mower, at once, and burn as soon as 
dry 
This treatment destroys the germs 


of man> insect pests and fungus dis- 
eases 
It will also add much to the 


health and \igor of the new growth 


All plants on which orange rust, curly 


loaf or other diseases appear, should be 
dug out, root and branch, and burned 


Ihe rows in strawberry beds intended 


for fruiting another year should be re 
duced to eight or ten niches in width 
tbe grass and weeds hoed out and the 
ground deeply cultivated or spaded be 
tween the rows 
Then add a liberal 


dressing^of fine manure 


It seldom pays to giow more than two 


crops of strawberries ou the same beds 
feet new ones every yeai, thus securing 
bettei fru t and ^ igorous plants from 
jour own gioimd 
Old beds should be 


plowed up at once 
Sow to some thick- 


growing ciop for green manuring or use 
for late cabbage or celery 
Allow run- 


ners on new strawberry beds to take 
root and tram to form matted rows with 
clean p-iths between. Continue hoeing 
and cultivating 


Raspberries and blackberries, ifter the 


tirst >ear, should be protected from 
severe storms and other injuries by a 
suitable support 
This is easily done by 


sotting a post at the end of each row and 
stringing No 12 gihamzed wire each 
side of the row from post to post 
Every 


twent> teet between the posts drne 
stakes for »ach wire, and in each stake a 
nail on which the wire should rest, 
height of nail to be changed from season 
as required by growth of plants 
This 


simple support will keep bushes in a 
uniform position and be very convenient 
in cultivating hoeing, mulching, trim- 
ming and picking fnut.— Coimhy l,en
